Claim 1 (canceled) 

2. (currently amended) A shoe rack for application to a door to store shoes, 
said shoe rack comprising: 

a frame applicable to the door in a manner to hang thereon; 

a pair of opposed frame sides on said frame spaced apart from one 
another, each frame side presenting a substantially vertical structure spaced from 
the door; 

a plurality of outwardly extending arms on each of said frame sides; 

a plurality of shoe retaining bars arranged in pairs extending between said 
frame sides for storing shoes on said bars; and 

said substantially vertical structures acting as lateral barriers preventing 
shoes on said bars from falling sidewardly off of said bars and being the sole 
lateral barriers preventing the shoes from falling sidewardly off of said bars. 

3. (currently amended) A shoe rack for hanging on a door to store shoes, 
said shoe rack comprising: 

a frame having a hanger applicable to an upper edge of the door to hang 
said frame thereon; 
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a pair of frame sides on said frame spaced apart from one another, each 
frame side presenting a generally vertical portion thereof spaced away from the 
door and extending substantially the entire height of said frame; 

a plurality of outwardly extending arms on each of said frame sides; 

a plurality of shoe retaining bars arranged in pairs and extending between 
said frame sides for storing shoes on said bars; and 

said substantially vertical portions providing the sole lateral barriers for 
physically blocking the shoes on said bars from falling sidewardly off of said 
bars. 

4. (currently amended) A shoe rack for hanging on a door to store shoes, 
said shoe rack comprising: 

a frame having a hanger applicable to an upper edge of the door to hang 
said frame thereon; 

a pair of opposed frame sides on said frame spaced apart from one 
another , each frame side including a plurality of arms with the arms on said frame 
sides substantially aligned in pairs ; 

a plurality of shoe retaining bars arranged in pairs and extending between 
said frame sides for storing shoes on said bars; and 

a substantially vertical portion of each frame side spaced away from the 
door and acting as a lateral barrier to physically block shoes on said bars from 
falling sidewardly off the frame, said substantially vertical portions serving as the 
sole lateral barriers preventing shoes from falling sidewardly off of said bars. 
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
